purposes, ard to implore him to enlighten the 
mixd of the nation to know and to do his will, | 
humbly believing that it isin accordance with his | 
will that our place should be maintained as a unit- 
ed people among the family of nations.” 

The heart of this heartis in the lines we have 
italicized. They are the first frank confession | 
we have made, as a people, of our possible error. | 
They are the opposite pole of the doctrine of | 
Manifest Destiny that has made us drunk and 
mad with atheistic self-confidence. 

We are at last begiuning to learn our possible 
fate ; that,in spite of our pride, our professionr, 
our inherited principles, our boasting confidence, 
we may so “ obstinately adhere to our own coun- 
sels which may be in confl‘ct with God’s eternal 
purposes,” that he shall blot us out from the fam- 
ily of nations. 

We 
are thus now obstinately adhering to much that is 
contrary to the Divine will.

CHRISTIAN PATRIOTISM. 


Tae June number of The Evangelical Christen- 
dom, of London, contains, among its leading ar- 
ticles, an essay on “Christian Patriotism,” writ- 
ten from the English stand-point, and adapted to 
English readers. The Christian World, of New 
York, is so well pleased with the article that it 
copies almost the whole, only making “ som: alter- 
ations, adapting it to our own land.” We have 
| not taken the trouble to make a comparison of the 
| two, for the purpose of ascertaining the extent of 
the amendments deemed necessary in order to 
fit the language of British patriotism to the use of 
American Christians; but we observe that the 
bymn beginning, 

“ Shine, mighty God, on Britain shine,” 





' is made in the American copy to read 


“ Shine, mighty God, on Z'on shine.” 
The alteration is decidedly for the worse, both 
as to poetry and sentiment, and is a plain depart- 
ure from the drift of the piece, as well as from 
the original conception ef the hymn, which was 
a pure emanation of Christian patrio:ism as it 
burned in the soul of the sainted Watts, as is 
shown by the second stanza, which our American 
copyist was obliged to omit entirely : 
“ Amidst our isJe, exaJted high, 
Do thou the glory stand ; 
And, like a wall of guardian fire, 
Surround the favored lane.” 

All which may well be taken to show that it 
would be more appropriate to have an Ameri- 
can expression of the spirit of American patriot- 
ism, whether in verse or prose. Such an utter- 
ance we do not propose now to attempt, but sug- 
gest it to those loyal Americans whom God has 
endowed with the prophetic fire, as a theme 
worthy of their highest eloquence. The Book of 
Psalms, if read and comprehended as among the 
scenes for which it was written, appears to be 
throughout but little else than a pouring forth of 
the thoughts and aspirations of religious patriot- 
ism. Those magic words which set the psalmist 
aglow with heavenly fervor —Jacob, Isracl, Jeru- 
salem, Zion, and the rest~are but poetic syn- 


| onyms for the civil state of the Jewish people. 


Is is by a sort of perversion that we, in modern 
times, have applied those psalms to the general 
religious interests of the whole world. Any per- 
son comparing the pslams, one by one, as they 
stand in the Bible, with Watts’ or any other mod- 
ern evangelized version, will be struck with the 
continually recurring awkwardnesses waich the 
adaptation renders necessary.

So we reasoned, and so we have 
acted, and so we hepe to continue, at a cost, if re- 
“quired, immeasurably greater than all that has 
yet occurred. Why should any British or any 
European Phristian withhold from us the meed of 
their cordial approval—the cheer of their earnest 
“God bless you and give you success!”

| GREAT BRITAIN-DENMARK~-AMERICA. 








| AN interse, protracted s‘ruggle for political as- 

eendancy in the British empire, initiated in the 
| House of Commons by Mr. D'Israeli, and ia the 
| House of Lords by Lord Malmesbury, was brought 
to issve on the %h instant, by divieions wherein 
| the Tories carried the Lords by 177 to 168, while 
| the Whig Ministry triumphed in the Commons by 
| 313 to 295—18 majority on a remarkable full 
| vote. The Ministry of Lord Palmerston, there- 
| fore, stands, and will probably endure until the 
| death of the Premier—now 80 years old—or the dis- 
solution of Parliament, row closing its fifth year, 
| while its duration is limited to seven, but may be 
terminated at any time—shall inaugurate a new 
| political era. Andes Earl Derby, the acknowl- 
| edged chief of the Tories, is himself well ad- 
| vanced in years, and, like his rival, Palmerston, is 
| often disabled by gout, it is quite possible that the 
| Next Cabinet may be largely composed of new men,

fegcible resistanee in case she persisted in wrest- 
{fing Schleswig from Denmark by the sword—that 
| Denmark had thus been incited to measure her 
| feeble strength against that of her giant antagonist, 
| in the ecnfident expectat’on of British aid, which 
| was ultimately withheld, whereby not only were 
the Danes cruelly misled to their serious detri- 
ment, but the influence and prestige of England 
were gravely impaired. This was all true; and 
| its defeat in the House by the adoption of Mr. 
| Kinglake’s substitute, importing that England 

ought not to go to war in aid of Denmark, was 
| scarcely fair. No one had ma ntained the opposite 

of this: the Tories contended only that the mena- 
| ces addressed to Germany, the encouragement to 
Denmark, should either have been forborne or 
made good.

Several Irish votes were thus gained to 
the Opposition ; but these were in part balanced 
by those of independent conservatives of ultra 
Protestant convictions, who regarded with natural 

distrust an assault on the Treasury bench led by 
| an imperfectly converted Jew, and engineered 
| from the Vatican. And thus, while four-fifths of 

the members in their hearts believed D’Israeli’s 

proposition true, a bare majority was obtained, not 
| to negative it, but to defeat it by a side-blow.

ain toward our own imperiled, distracted country ; 
and in this view the result is most gratifying. It 
secures Us, for an indefinite period, from any un- 
friendly intervention on the part of Great Britain, 
whether alone or in concert with some other 
Power.

But, substantial as 
are our reasons for dissatisfaction and complaint, 
there can be no rational doubt that they would 
have been far grester had the Tories been in 
powtr. For they, asaclass, are not the insidi- 
ous, but the open, violent, hot-headed partisans of 
the Rebel cause. There is no Tory periodical in 
the three kingdoms which does not favor that 
cause; there is scarcely 2 Tory of any promi- 
nence who has not enrolled himself a member of 
the “Southern Rights Association,” or in some 
way evinced his good-will toward the insurgent 
slavcholders. Nowhere are there more bigoted 
champions of every mose-grown injustice than 
the Tories; and nowhere is there an intelligent 
champion of “the right divine of kings to govern 
wrong” who is not instinctively partial to bur 
Rebels.

And, as the Rebel privateers are 
neatly driven from the seas, we may fairly trast 
that the seas shall no more be covered, the skies 
ro more be reddened, by our burning vessels, cap- 
tured and destroyed by fleet war-steamships, con- 
structed in defiance of British municipel law, and 
pursuing their nefarious career in defiance like- 
wise of what is now the public law of Christendom.

Tue dying spasms of the Maryland raid, the tardy 
| ard ineffectual pursuit into the Shenandoah, and 
| the capture of half a éozen wagons, have not suf- 
| ficed to withdraw public nterest from the magnifi- 
cent campaign of Gen. Sherman, tending rapidly 
toward its objective, Atlanta. By successive 
movements, as masterly as they were audacious 
| and repid, Gen Sherman had steadily forced back 
the rebel army under Johnston from one en- 
trenched position to another yet stronger; forced 
him away from the impregnable fastness of Nor‘h- 
| western Georgia; forced him to surrender each 
line fortified with greater care than the preced- 
| ing; forced him finally to abandon even Kene- 
| sew; drove him then from the Southern bank of 
the Chattahoochee, a river which had been pro- 
nounced impassable; and, finally, moving sud- 
denly and heavily upon Atlanta itself, brought 
upon Hood, who had superseded Johnston, the 
necessity of attacking in order to avert the in- 
stant surrender of the city; defeated him in two 
great batfiles, and sealed the fate of Atlanta by 
victories which a few days will show to have 
| been decisive. 

If we thus attempt to gather the salient features 
of a campaign into a sentence, it is because we 
| have no space to do justice to the surpassing abil- 
| ity which has conducted it to the verge of 
success. The movements of Gen. Sherman have 
| had far less than their meed of public attention 
| while Gen. Grant was engaged in active opera- 
| tions in Virginia. The lull at Petersburg—or 
| what seems such - gives leisure at a critical mo- 
} ment for observation elsewhere, but even now 
| we can only advert to the two battles which were 
fought last week for the possession of Atlanta— 
| more accurately speaking, which were brought on 
by the rebel] commander in order to relic ve him- 
self from the intolerable pressure of Sherman’s 
relentless advance, and to drive him again beyond 
the Chattahcochee. In both objects Hood has 
failed. 

The crossing of the Chattahoochee -the last 
true defensive line which protected Atdanta— 
was a work of military genius. It was aceom- 
plished with such celerity and such slight loss 
as not to rank among batiles at all, yet it was 
more than a battle. The roads leading from the 
river to Atlanta hold out great hope to a com- 
mander of approaching that city on its weakest 
side—the southern—and it seems to have been 
expected that Sherman, for the sake of this ad- 
vantage, would cross the Chattahoochee 
the railway bridge. Johnston’s forces were 
massed to prevent that attempt. But Sherman 
saw that the key to Atlanta lay not im a direct 
assault upon its vulnerable point, butin such a 
movement as should most completely isolate it from 
communication and support, and especially in such 
a movement as should confound and overset the 
calculations of his enemy. He therefore resolved 
| upon passing the river above the railroad, count- 
ing both upon a surprise and upon the possession 
| of the railroad to Augusta, and in both expecta- 
| tions was gratified. Throwing Cox’s division 
sucdenly forward, he secured the left bank 
|of the Chattahoochee, followed in the same 
track with his mein army, while Johnston was 
| lost in wonder at the bridge and crossings below, 
land then moved instantly in irresistible force 
upon the Augusta railroad at Decatur. It left 
| no option to Hood but attack—hence the bat- 
| tle of Wednesday, July 20th, followed by that 
| of Friday, which was but a renewal of the same 
| effort. 

The two ba'‘tles may 
gether. The attack by Hood was compul- 
sory — not, as is represented, merely because 
he had supplanted Johnston, in consequence 
of the reluctance shown ty the latter to risk 
a battle. The contest on Wednesday utterly 
failed to dislodge any portion of Sherman’s 
force from the railroad, and, being an attack by 
| the rebels upon our entrenchments, resulted in a 
| loss to them thrice as great as ourown. With 

one day’s interval of rest, they renewed the at- 
tempt, and again were defeated, driven into their 
own works, and then dislodged from their first 
line. The two actions brought Sherman so near 
Atlanta that his guns command the town, and the 
rebels were burning their stores in preparation 
for an early retreat. 

It is with profound regret we add that this bril- 
lient success has cost us the death of Gen. Mc- 
Pherson, shot while reconnoitering on the morn- 
irg of last Friday, before the opening of the

OUR FRANE. 
BY AUNT HITTY. 


Do any of you boys and girls remember my talk 
to you about little Charlie? If you do, perhaps 
will like to hear about his cousin Frank. You 
_@idn’t- know he had snch a cousin? I suppose 
not. Buthe had. A blue-eyed, carly-headed lit- 
die fellow he was, too.

. But he vouldn’t remain so long, for he kept grow- 
ing taller and bigger, as all little boys do; and I 
suppose ’tis no maiter if they do, providing they 
grow wiser and better all the while; and Frank 
did seem to, 1 imagine, for almost everybody said 
he was a promising boy, and would make a noble 
man. His teacher said so, because he was so 

. eheerful, honest, and truthful, and always had his 


-Jessons £0 perfectly, and understood all about them. * 


His schoolmates said so, because he was always so 
kind and obliging, and was always ready to do 
anything to make those happy around him. His 
. mother, however, would shake her head, and say, 
with a sigh, (though she evidently liked to hear 
his praices), “I fear for Frank ; he can’t say No.” 

Yon think you would like him all the better far 
that, do you? You don’t like boys that are always 
saying “No!”—always on the contrary side? 
Neither do L. I've seen a great many such, though ;

im the world. It seems as if they were all the time 
taking especial pains to make people dislike them ;
